KERN'S CAMPAIGN TOUR. 


Hartford City, Ind., Oct. 2S.—The 


ipecial interurban electric car carry- 
ing the democratic vice presidential 
nominee, John W. Kern, on his tour 
'hrough Indiana from Fort Wayne, 
rolled into this city early today for 
a fifty minute stop, the first on the 
day's itinerary. 
In spite of the early 


hour, S o'clock, a big crowd had gath- 
ered In the court house square to wel- 
come the candidate. 


He spoke from a platform in the 


open air. The only other speaker on 
board was General James B. Weaver, 
of Colfax, Iowa, twice candidate for 
the presidency on the populist ticket. 


A number of campaigners assigned 


to precede the nominee to points to 
be visited, are expected to join the 
party on the special later in the day. 


Mr. Kern spoke at some length here 


on the tariff issue, charging to pro- 
tection the growth of monopolies and 
the accumulation of great wealth in 
the hands of the few. He referred to 
a speech made by Senator LaFollette 
in the senate last March, in which the 
gentleman declared that one hundred 
men control the commercial and fin- 
ancial destiny of the country and sup- 
plemented that statement by the as- 
sertion- that 
"fourteen men today 


have absolute domination cf all of the 
railroads of the country."

There is very hopeful prospect that 


the Tennessee night riders who mur- 
dered Captain Rankin will be brought 
under the lash of justice. 
One of 


.hem has made confession and furnish- 
ed the names of a large part of the 
band of lynchers, most of whom had 
already been arrested on suspicion. 
Governor Patterson continues to press 
the Investigation with great vigor and 
has troops In sufficient force on hand 
to prevent any overawing of the lo- 
cal authorities and tribunals. 
Gov- 


ernor Patterson has a fine opportun- 
ity to throttle the lawless spirit that 
underlies these night riding atrocities 
In his state and seems disposed to 
make the most of it. It is a great 
pity the same rigorous pursuit of the 
Kentucky banditti is not in progress. 


Considerable 
curiosity 
exists 
in 


Washington with reference to the 
probable disposition that will be made 
of the Japanese 
exposition commis- 


sion which is now in Tokio. The sit- 
uation is considered very curious and 
seems to be very little understood, 
according to a Washington dispatch. 


it will be rememBered that Mr. Roose- 
velt appointed the commission at a 
time when it was supposed that the 
exposition would be held in 1912. The 
commissioners were to hold office at 
specified salaries—$8,000 for tho chair- 
man and $2,000 each for the other 
members up to the opening of 1909, 
after which they were to draw $5,000 
each. 
Tho secretary of the commis- 


sion was to draw $5,000. The commis- 
sion, immediately upon its appoint- 
ment, made arrangements to go to Ja- 
pan without any apparent object other 
than to look the ground over and have 
an enjoyable junket. 
Just as the 


members were on. the point of start- 
Ing, some of them being at the mo- 
ment in San Francisco, Mr. Takahira, 
the Japanese ambassador, called at 
the state department and announced 
that It had been determined to post- 
pone the exposition until 1917. It was 
then entirely possible to recall the 
commissioners, but no movement so 
far as is known was made in this di- 
rection. 
They were allowed to pro- 


ceed with their apparently useless 
trip. 
The question has now arisen 


whether they will go on drawing their 
salaries until 1917, with nothing what- 
ever to do In the meantime. Even the 
state department people admit that 
there will be no duties.for the commis- 
sioners, but they persistently, refuse 
to say whether the salaries will be 
continued with' practically five years 
of holiday on pay for the members. 
The fact that Francis B. Loomis, of 
Bowen-Loomis fame, is the head of 
the comnrssion and that the govern- 
ment for some obscure reason has 
continued to employ him in various 
capacities, even after it became neces- 
sary for his official connection with 
the state department to end, is con- 
sidered prirna facie evidence for the 
belief that the commission will be 
maintained as a safe and commodious 
berth for Mr. Loomis and his con- 
freres.

son that treatment to 
open 
them 


should begin when the first symptoms 
are felt, and one of the best ways to 
accomplish this is by a hot mustard 
foot bath that will draw the blood 
from the head and send up the tem- 
perature of the body. To make this 
bath, a tablespoonful of dry English 
mustard must be put to a gallon of 
water. The water should, be as hot as 
can be endured, and the foot tub at 
first must not be full, for space must 
be left for more and hotter water, to 
be added as the first becomes cool. 
In this way the skin gets accustomed 
to heat. 


A foot bath like this should never 


be taken unless the patient is going 
to tied immediately. 


Better than a mere foot bath is to 


get into a tub and remain for fifteen 
or twenty minutes, 
increasing 
the 


quantity of water the same as for a 
foot tub. 
When leaving the tub a 


warm gown should be ready to get 
into, and the bed should be warrneri 
that no chill should follow. This is 
one of the quickest ways of breaking 
a cold, for perspiration ensues, anc 
the illness vanishes.

ened heavens and one crash was so 
close to tho Pass of Killiecrankle that 
those aboard the bark could smell 
sulphur for an hour afterward. 


•When the storm blew over there 


was found, on the deck of the bark, 
a atone that resembled an Indian ar- 
row head, roughly Imitated. 
There 


was nothing very particular about it 
and Mr. Mustard put it In his pocket. 
A few days "afterward he used the 
stone for the end of a

and 


wrapped some twine about It to form 
the nucleus o£ a ball.' One of the sail- 
ors dropped It accidentally In a small 
stove with an open top in which were 
glowing charcoals, and when It was 
fished out the seaman was much, sur- 
prised that the twine had not even 
been scorched. He applied a match 


to tho entwined stone, but tho flame 
had, seemingly, no effect on the string 
When it was unwound from the stone 
the string burned at once, however 
Other string was wound around the 
atone and again it defied the flre, bul 
burned the Instant tho
